professor of law; A. A. Schaeffer. 
professor of zoology, and Julius R.

Heilman and Schaeffer had

signed. Both said the removal was 
involuntary on their part. 
Schaeffer said he understood "his 
release was part of a retrenchment 
policy, hut he was inclined to be- 
lieve malicious rumors were respon- 
sible for his failure to be reappoint- 
ed by the chancellor. He is a zool- 
ogy professor of national reputation 
and was a witness at the Scopes 
evolution trial at Dayton, "Tenh.

GERMANY PLEADS 
FOR ALTERATION 
OF REPARATIONS 


Von Hindenburg Says As- 


sumptions of Young 


Plan Proved False. 


Asserts Limit of Priva- 


tions on People Has 


Been Reached. 


BERLIN, June 6—(U. P.)—The 


German government proclaimed to 
the world today that there must be 
alteration of the Young plan for 
reparations payments, because 
it 


said, Germany can pay'no longer. 


President Paul Van Hindenburg 


issued his expected emergency de- 
cree providing drastic reduction of 
government expenditures and wages 
of labor and ottlining means that 
will, it is hoped, relieve German un- 
employment.

the cabinet issued a proclamation 
pleading for reduction of reparation 
payment and insisting that repar- 
ations payments can no longer be 
paid from foreign loans as has been 
previously done. 


Asks Sacrifices. 


Von Hindenburg's decree was the 


message- of a leader to his people, 
asking sacrifices but foreshadowing 
relief by. an -asing of the repara- 
tions burden. The government man- 
ifesto constituted a plea for the re- 
lief in question. Together the docu- 
ments were considered among tBe 
most vital German pronouncements 
since the war. 


"We have

Frank Godfrey, English Carillon 
Expert, Tells of H^is Experiences 
In German Prison Camp During, War 


An unusual World war record Is 
that of Frank C. Godfrey, who has 
been in Lincoln supervising instal- 
lation of carillons in the 
First 
Plymouth Congregational church. 
For Godfrey, although never In the 
service of his native country, Eng- 
land, was a prisoner In Germany 
during the entire period of the war. 


Godfrey, whose connection with 
John Taylor & Co., of Lough- 
borough, England, bell founders and 
carillon builders, brought him to 
Lincoln was born at Sheffield in 
Yorkshire. He studied engineering 
at Lelcetershlre and then went to 
Germany to master the language 
and continue his study. The World 
war outbreak found him studying 
at Leipsig. 


"One morning I was awakened by 
a German officer," he recalls. His 
command to 'come with me' brought 
little 'opposition from an unarmed 
chap and clad in pajamas. I soon 
found myself a prisoner of war, one 
of nearly 5,000 civilians who were 
apprehended by the German _, gov- 
ernment1'. 


Five weeks were spent by Mr 


Godfrey in Leipzig prison; four 
more in Berlin, ana the remainder 
of four years captivity at the Ruhle- 
ben camp at Spandau. The German 
government attempted to make the 
men work but with no success, as 
the hostages flatly refused and 
idled away their time. 


Mr. Godfrey was asked -what 


5,000 men could do to pass away 
nearly four years of imprisonment 
and he explained the emotional 
strain that hampered many of their 
lives. Food "and clothing were sent 
to the prisoners from their homes 
and often they were better cared 
for by their loved ones than were 
the Geman soldiers. A bar of soap, 
or a cake of chocolate was a 
premium for the Germans and sel- 
dom acquired after the war was on 
in earnest. 


Escapes Prison. 


Men of all types; from the Earl 


of Perth to stable-boys and fisher- 
men were thrown into the prison 
camp. A little work would have 
greatly benefitted the men and 
shortened the hours, Mr. Godfrey 
explained, but the civilian prisoners- 
would do nothing which might aid 
the German government. Accord- 
ing to international laws, civilian 
prisoners could not be executed for 
this refusal and were so left until 
the end of the vaf. 
Late in 1918 after the Armistice 


was signed, the entire 5,000, in two 
batches" succeeded is escaping 
from camp Their escape, coming 
as it was, shortly after the revolu- 
tion in Germany, was not hampered 
by the soldiers who had had their

joined the Taylor company whose 
business and activity has been 
traced as far back as 1366. 
He admits he loves his work and 
says that it takes more than a little 
engineering ability to make a suc- 
cessful man for the company.

the belief that Bruening and Cur- 
tius were right. 


What Germany desires, it has; 
been" emphasized, is a breathing 
spell. Although the Young plan 
entered into force only on May It, 
1930, and was then named by some 
as a lasting solution," it has been 
claimed that the world economic

WASHINGTON", June fc-(OT)— 


While the government awaited the 
next move in its anti-gangster oper- 
ations in the Chicago area, directed 
against the gigantic liquor racket 
built up by Al Capone, officials to- 
night looked forward to a similar 
intensive campaign in New York 
City. 
They promised some "interesting 
developments" in the near future as 
the result of the undercover investi- 
gation' of rackets of all sorts in 
Manhattan which has been carried 
on for some time and which has 
been successful thus far in a minor 
way.Indictment of Capone on charges 
of conspiracy to violate the prohi- 
bition laws, thus hitting directly at 
the far reaching organization which 
has defied attack, was expected soon 
to follow the indictment on twenty- 
three counts for violation of the In- 
come tax laws. 
; 


Liquor Evidence Uncovered. 


In the wide and detailed inquiry 


by internal revenue bureau agents 
which resulted in charges that the 
Chicago gang leader owes the gov- 
ernment $215,080 in income tax, the 
expert corps of special prohibition 
agents and internal revenue officers 
discovered a mass of evidence deal- 
ing with the liquor racket engineered 
by the little Italian. This was laid 
before the Chicago grand jury. 


While Capone will be placed be- 
hind jail bars for several years if 
convicted on the income tax chargeSj 
which officials believe sufficient to 
break up the gang, the further move 
against his liquor racket would com- 
pletely wipe out the huge organized 
illegal business he has built up, it 
is felt. 


How keenly President Hoover and 


Attorney General Mitchell desire a 
complete cleanup of rackets in Chi- 
cago, New York and elsewhere is 
demonstrated not only in their pub- 
lic indictment of them from time to 
time, but in the committee of As- 
sistant Secretary Aaron Youngquist, 
who directed the Chicago anti-gang 
campaign from here. 
Would Restore Confidence In Law. 


"If we can get Capone behind the 


bars it will be the greatest stroke 
for law enforcement in this admin- 
istration," he said today, adding 
that it would restore confidence in 
the law. 


Neither President 
Hoover 
nor 
Mitchell have been sparing in their 
criticism of local officials in Chi- 
cago and elsewhere who have -failed 
to drive out racketeers. Mitchell re- 
cently deplored the fact that the 
government has to go in and do 
what it can In such a roundabout 
way as with income taxes. But they 
are hopeful that the achievement of 
the- government will tend-to revive 
civic consciousness generally to a 
recognition of local responsibility.

Million Dollars. 


Arguments for and against a gen- 
eral reduction In gravel freight 
rates will be heard by the state 
railv/ay commission Monday. Be- 
ginning at 10 o'clock, Ihe entire 
commission will sit to hear data as 
a result of its order to all Nebraska 
railroads to show cause why a 
sweeping general reduction through- 
out the state should not be ordered. 
The commission's request that 


railroads show cause why general 
icductions should not be made, fol- 
lowed action of some of the rojds 
;n requesting reductions for speci- 
fied points in the state to meet 
trucking competition. 


At. a hearing on those applica- 
tions, it developed that one large 
gravel company would be practic- 
ally the sole beneficiary of the re- 
ductions. Competing companies ob- 
lected, claiming the proposed re- 
ductions 
discriminated 
against 


them. 
Sought to Meet Competition- 


Admission 
of 
railroads 
that 


trucking operations nad 'seriously 
reduced thsir gravel hauling and 
claim that they could make money 
on reduced rates from 
specific 
points led ihe commission to ask 
why the reductions could not be 
generally effective. 
The railroad 
answer was that general reductions 
were not necessary to hold their 
business. 
Since the commission ordered the 
hearing on the general reduction 
question, emergency orders have 
teen granted for rate reductions on 
/three Nebraska railroads for groups 
of pits furnishing gravel to points 
lor highway construction purposes. 
These emergency orders -rill be 
subject to change when'the com- 
mission issues a general order fol- 
lowing the Monday hearing. 
It has been estimated that rate 
reductions, if authorized, might 
mean a million dollar annual sav- 
ing in Nebraska, freight charges. 


Two Other Hearings. 


Two other hearings are to be held 


by the commission during the week. 
Chairman Randall will hr.ar argu- 
ments at 1:30 o'clock Tuesday 
afternoon on a motion for rehear- 
ing in connection with the applica- 
tion .of the Burlington for author - 
tiy to substitute a custodian for 
agent at Edhclm The case was 
heard but no order has yet been 
issued. 


The other hearing will be in the 


form of a 
conference between 
Omaha city officials, executives of 
the Omaha & Council Bluffs Street 
Kailway Co., and the railway com- 
missioners over disoutbd points in 
connection with the Omaha street 
railway-and bus situation. It will 
be held at 3 o'clock Tuesday after- 
noon. 


City officials and the commission 
now have pending contradictory 
orders. An effort will be made to 
work this out. It is also the desire 
of the commission to assure itself 
that .moves to increase service are 
designed to increase revenue and 
not to pad expense accounts, to

Officials here emphasize that

American debt policy laid down by 
congress and that until some change 
in public sentiment takes

Santiago Mob 
Attacks US. 
Consulate 


1,000 Demanding Relief 


Storm Building; Dis- 


persed by Troops. 
• 


HAVANA, Cuba, June 6— (UP)— 


A mob of 1.000 attacked the Ameri- 
can consulate at Santiago this aft- 
ernoon, breaking windows and doors. 
Many were wounded and more 
than forty were arrested when po- 
lice and military dispersed the 
crowd, the soldiers using machetes 
and revolvers. The moo was un- 
armed, but used stones. After as- 
sembling* at a distance, it marched 
to the consulate and about fifty 
entered the building. At first sight 
of the throng tne consul m charge 
sent fOr military aid. 
With considerable difficulty the 
mob was dispersed and the situa- 
tion was finally brought into hand, 
with quiet prevailing. During the 
riot the military supervisor was shot 
at by a student who was arrested. 
The supervisor was not hurt. 
Soldiers Patrol Streets. 
Soldiers patroled the streets of 
Santiago tonight. A strict censor- 
ship was placed on all communica- 
tions from Santiago^ Just prior to 
the censorship the reports from 
there indicated that order was be- 
ing maintained, but the city was 
nervous. 
* 
At Ip. m., the mob marched to 
the American consulate and asked 
for relief. The consul explained that 
he could not do anything for them 
and asked that they go to their 
homes. When it became evident 
that they would not leave, the ajmy 
joined the police in an effort to 
dispei se the mob. About fifty en- 
tered the building and began throw- 
ing stones and sticks at the police 
and soldiers. After an hour the 
mob was finally scattered and order 
restored. Several Wounded. 
The American embassy here re- 
ported no one was killed but sev- 
eral were wounded from the flying 
missiles. Damage to the consulate 
was not serious, only a few windows 
having been broken. Many, arrests 
were made and many more were 
expected.

A report circulated in Havana 
that one American was killed dur- 
ing \ the clash was unfounded, as 
far as could be learned.

242 and H. R. 243—may. be taken 
up again and used as the basis of 
legislative action. 
Governor Bryan has the right to 
present bills of his own, which any 
member of the house may intro- 
duce (the constitution requires all 
bills carrying appropriations 
to 
originate in that branch). Members 
can also introduce such bills on 
their own account as individuals, 
or the finance committee may 
formulate and sponsor them. 
Minimum of Two Bills. 
There must be at least two bills, 
since the constitution declares that 
appropriations for the salaries of 
state officers must be segregated 
from others in a different measure.

The house and the senate will 
have the same officers as m the 
regular session, and part of the 
same employes. They will get along 
with less help than ordinarily, in- 
asmuch as the work of the extra 
term is confined to one subject.

Italian government reached a state 
tonicht where it was feared a 
Xmal break m relations was threat- 
ened, 
unless 
extraordinary last 


minute efforts were made. 


A high Vatican source told 


Urtted Press that the pope would 
consider breaking relations with 
Italy if no reply to the Vatican's 
protest were received scon. 
The spokesman predicted that the 


Vatican would forward a third note 
to the government early next week 
and' that if it were not answered 
before the end of the week diplo- 
matic relations probably would be 
severed and a "white book" outlin- 
ing the Vatican's side of the con- 
troversy would be issued. 
"Must Stay Oijt of Politics." 


A clear interpretation of 
the 


Italian viewpoint in the contro- 
versy was given by a high and au- 
thoritative 
fascist 
source. 
The 


fascist stand is briefly this: 
"The pope must stay out of poli- 


tics." 
The difficulties of the negotia- 


tions to restore harmony were em- 
phasized by both parties. Both ad- 
mitted that there were strong di- 
vergencies and that lengthy nego- 
tiations would be necessary. 
The 


fascist-viewpoint was given to the 
United Press as follows: 
"The United States, as well as 


many other countries, know 
our 


problem. It is practically the same 
as the religious question in any 
country. What was the opposition 
-to Al Smith's candidacy for the 
presidency of the United States? 
The pope to us is a foreign power. 
"We cannot allow him a political 
party within alien jurisdiction. We 
recognize him as supreme in re- 
ligious matters, but he must stay 
out of politics. 


Leader In Religion. 


"We respect religion in the most 
reverent way. We kneel before the 
pope and address him as holy fath- 
er. We protect all religious cere^- 
monies and in religion we know his 
leadership only, but we are masters 
in politics. We intend tb manage our 
own political affairs and not ner- 
rnit organizations under the gijlse of 
religion to thwart pur pov£r." 


The Vatican attitude was given 


in* the Osservatore Roman, official 
Vatican organ, today. Although yes- 
terday's newspaper article by Arnol- 
do Mussolini, brother of the dicta- 
tor, urged that fascists 'deplore the 
attacks on the pope, the Osservatore 
article treated the proffered- olivfe 
branch sarcastically and any good 
effect it may have had was offset. 
When the government learned of 
Osservatore's comment, it ordered 
all Italian newspapers not to re- 
print Arnoldo's article. 


"Do not look for an 'immediate 
solution." it was ssSd at the Vatican 
today. These negotiations will con- 
tinue for some time and in that 
there is hope."

Popt Says God With Vatican. 
The pope in an address today to 
eighty members of the Milan work- 
men's recreational assoc'sMon said 
that God was with the Vatican-in 
the controversy. 


"We are undergonig great tribu- 


lations of which the whole world is 
• aware." he said. "Nevertheless, they 
are accompanied by great'consola- 
tions." 


The consolations referred to were 
messages from all over the world 
containing 
filial 
expressions 
of 
gratitude and sympathy, the pope 
explained. 


"It seems to everyone," "he con- 
tinued, "that we are fighting a bat- 
tle for liberty of conscience and 
the good of all souls. This consti- 
tutes the greatest solace to use in 
the sorrowful hours of these past 
days."

"What goes on 
in the middlewest more often de-*> 
termines national politics than what 
goes on in Washington," she said. 


Dr. King told of some of his work 
as an economist in New York City. 
Dr. Soares, the commencement 


speaker, was last speaker on the 
program. Like the others who had 
preceded him, he too paid tribute to 
the Nebraska capitol. 


"I can remember seven years ago 


when I lunched with Mr. Goodhue 
in Chicago," the speaker said. "He 
was there in connection with his 
work on the magnificent University 
of Chicago chapel, and he told" me 
and the others at the table of the 
deals he had endeavored to carry 
out in the capitol building. Sinca 
then I have desired to visit Lincoln 
and T was gratefully obliged for the 
opportunity to speak here."

easy for people today fo criticize 
mass education, but that in his 
opinion he believed that it meant 
a great deal It

roung America really desires to at- 
tend college. "I realize that there is 
much carelessness among some siu- 
dents. and that many possibly never 
should come to college, but as a 
whole mass education is a great 
thing." he said.

Not since the historic grasshoppe: 
plagues of the 1860's and 1870's 
•when the sun was obscured by thi 
insect swarms and fields left barren 
in tbelr wake, has such a condition 
developed as exists here now. 


While local in extent, the threat 


from the pest is regarded as grea 
licre now as was the threat from 
the Invasion of 70 years ago. Spot- 
ted areas, particularly in the Rose- 
bud region of South Dakota, have 
been .laid waste as the army o: 
Fmall hoppers marches through the 
fields of barley, oats, rye, wheat and 
t\en hay fields 


Wide Area Threatened. 


Surveys made this week disclosed 


that more than 2,000 square miles 
of farm land already are threatened 
•with serious invasion by the insect 
hordes. New areas of infestation 
h?\" been reported daily since the 
fiisi appearance of the pest near 
the middle of the week.

many instances without food-and 
supplies, the hordes of insects at- 
tacking Nebraska and Dakota crops 
do not fly.

v stage, march through the fields In 
great armies, eating every green 
giant shoot in their oath. Fields at- 
tacked are left stripped. 


Migration Not Expected. 


Migration of the pest is believed 
unlikely by entomologists and crop 
experts here, but the mild winter 
has resulted in an unusual hatch of 
hoppers over a wide area In the two 
states. In other sections the hatch 
may not have started, they believe 
so the possibility of a statewide in- 
festation is foreeeen.

which was the style back in the 
eighties. 
: An unfair and often entirely an 
.erroneous estimate, it must be ad- 
mitted, yet one based on human 
•nature.

Adds to Prcslige. 


A modern house adds to social 


.prestige. The owner of a modern 


* residence is looked upon with "re- 


spect, because visible evidence is 
present that he has taste and ap- 
.preciation of beauty and the ability 
to gratify these. 


From the standpoint of trie mis- 


trers of the house, a modernized 
home has its social advantages. She 
can welcome her guests with a more 
pronounced feeling of satisfaction. 
She knows that the exterior lines 
arc charming and that the interior 
shows good taste and breeding. 


Apologies are entirely unneces- 


sary when the 'house is modern. 
Even thaugh these apologies arc 
silent, the feeling remains that the 
house is not what it should be. 


Outsiders Are Curious; 


When an. outsider comes into the 


house, the /urnishings and other ap- 
pointments of the home are im- 
.mediately appraised and the position 
of the owner established more or 
•less accurately. 


Should the draperies, fixtures, and 


decorations bs modern and .up-to- 
date-the reaction is usually fabor- 
able; If, on the other hand, the 
home is still decorated in the fash- 
ion that prevailed during Spanish- 
American war. days,-J;he onlooker 
sometimes assumes that the family 
also" is behind the times, or that 
the owner-, is deficient in,taste.-and 
lacking in the initiative to keep 
abreast "of the times. 


Basis of Social Prestige. 


Social . prestige 
• j .' a precarious 


•thing. Its foundations are often 
based on little things. It is easy 


for this prestige to be lost. And 
on the other hand, often the ex- 
penditure of a few dollars estab- 
lishes it more firmly than ever. 


It must not be assumed that 


modernizing the home is a sure way 
to social prestige. It is evident that 
many other elements enter into a 
consideration of the' social status 
of a family. Yet the home is often 
the index to social esteem. Such 
being the case, social-esteem has its 
place 
when 
considering 
home 


modernizing:. It is an aspect of the 
general topic that should be defi- 
nitely acknowledged. 
Children Judire by Visible Evidence. 


Perhaps young people are less 


thoughtful when considering social 
prestige. They' arc more apt to 
judge social position by visible evi- 
dence rather than by honorable 
lineage, family prominence and true 
worth-of character. The parents of 
a growing family therefore 'must 
acknowledge the suprficial judgment 
of the young people and by means 
of modernization, give their chil- 
dren that social prestipe to which 
they are rightly entitled, but which 
is not evident .when the residence 
is allowed to grow out of date. 


Money spent on modernization 


has a definite social value. This 
aspect must .never be overlooked 
when considering this most'impor- 
tant subject.

NEW YORK. June 6—(I. N. S.)— 


Hard'times are adversely affecting 
self-supporting students. Nicholas 
McD. 
McKnight. secretary of ap- 
pointments in Columbia university, 
said in his annual report to Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler. 


While applications from~me"h" and 


women who seek to work .their way 


. are more numerous, jobs are scarcer, 


according to McKnight. In practi- 
cally every division of employment 
actiX'ity at Columbia the'number .of 
registrants has multiplied. with no 
proportionate Increase iri the lium- 
ber;6f positions offered. 
-'." 


"The outlook at present is most 
serious." Mr. McKnight declares, 
"despite-a gain in ..the number of 
positions filled during the year end- 
ing September; 1930. It is unlikely 
that a. similar increase can .be 


. achieved during the coming year. 
Consequently every precaution must 
be taken against permitting students 
to register with .the expectation of 
earning a large'part of their eir 
penscs.

Advise Wait. 


"An effort has been made through 


the department of admissions and 
the dean of the college to deter from 
registering those students whose'fi- 
nancial situations are so acute as to 
render foolhardy attempts to earn 
their way. 


"Many have been advised to.dslay 


their entrance for a year, and others 
have been granted leaves of absence. 
EVen so. the number of applications 
for employment promises to be ex- 
tremely heavy with 'no . indication 
that the number of bpoortunities 
offered can be kept from decreasing. 


"Continued hard times base also 
seriously affected ojdr senior place- 
ment program. For the first time in 
seven years this • division showed a 
loss in comparison with the previous 
year. Although many of the large 
industrials and public utilities main- 
tained their usual programs: of-em- 
ploying seniors, the smaller corpor- 
ations and such firms as advertising 
agencies, publishing companies and 
financial houses offered'practically 
no opportunities to the new gradu- 
ates. 


Those Mew York law •firms in 


which, under normal conditions, 
pwctically all of "our law. seniors of 
superior ability find rcadv employ- 
ment, offered few opportunities this 
yew and the problem of finding 
ulaces for the surplus of recent lair 
graduates continues to be acute."

In 1928-1929, the total registration

full,and part toe Jobs..was 7.105.

:E, book, "Golf at a Glance,' 
probably will be followed by

For -instance, there would be 
something under ' th'e hea'ding of 
left hook, so that the fighter see- 
ing a left hook starting in his di- 
rection would only have to- turn to 
the right' place in the book. He 
would read, "When you see the left 
hook coming, duck and tuck in the 
chin, at the same time stepping 
forward and countering with the 
right."

conciliatory. Bausch the Jim was 
offered up as a sacrifice to appease 
conference wrath, although Jay- 
hawker heads cunningly delayed ac- 
tion until after the said Bausch had 
performed in the complete quota 
of K. U. football games. 


The subsequent developments are 
not in any sense creditable to the 
conference authorities. Although in 
possession of the established fact 
that several Kansas athletes were 
tarred with the same subsidy stick 
as the one which had smeared 
Bausch and knowing all about the 
confession of the head of thr alum- 
ni boodle bund, the conference exe- 
cuted a strange retreat from its 
previous demand that K. U. should 
clean its house of the entire mess. 
The Missouri delegate, who filed 


the original complaint, was stead- 
fast to the end, but his associates 
spinelessly gave consent to K. U.'s 
reinstatement to membership in the 
Big Six fold.

As a freshman, he came out and 
galloped around the track under 
Coach Templeton's eyes, as green a 
young runner as one could imagine. 
He knew nothing about what pace 
to carry. He 'had a lot of natural 
speed, but no racing experience. 


He is six feet, one inch tall and 


•weighs 154 pc jids, and he lias the 
build of a runner, -but not a run- 
ner's build developed by lonp train- 
ing.

he had to do something in athletics, 
and he thought running would be 
the easiest.

Under 50 Seconds. ' 


As a freshman, Eastman won his 
first quarter-mile race in 49S sec- 
onds. Then in the interclass meet 
he was boxed by the varsity veter- 
ans, Morrison and Hables, couldn't 
get clear and ran a close third to 
48.6 seconds. His long-, easy natur- 
al stride, that didn't look fast, car- 
ried him over the ground at > de- 
ceiving rate- of speed, and appar- 
ently he had more speed on tap, if 
he knew how to use it. 
Templeton took him in hand. In 
a freshman meet with a high school 
team, Eastman jumped to the lead 
at the start and won the quarter 
in 48.2 seconds. This was a shock. 
No freshman has any business run- 
ning like that. They began to talk 
about Eastman and wonder what 
he'd do next. 
Makes His Own Face. 
But after this astonishing start 
he didn't stop. He began making 
his own pace in race after race. 
Right off the mark at top speed. 
into the lead, never to be headed. 
He has been running that way ever 
since. 
This year he started by beating 
the veterans in the interclass quar- 
ter mile, in 48.4 seconds. 
Here Templeton began to figure 
that Eastman, with his long, easy, 
natural stride, running straight as 
a string, putting his feet down 
straight ahead, stride by stride, so 
that he could run his race on a 
chalk line if he wanted to, looked 
a lot like a half-miler. He had the 
boy run a couple practice half 
miles. They were both under two 
minutes. His third practice half 
was against teammates well handi- 
capped. Eastman won in 1 minute, 
52.6 seconds. 
Close to World Record.

Figure that out. The third half- 
mile trial he had run in his life — 
within one second of Dr. Otto Pelt- 
zer's •world's record, which is 1 
minute 52.6 seconds. Within two- 
fifths of a second of Ted Mere- 
dith's American record thta has 
stood unbeaten since 1916. 
Then -Templeton tried Eastman 


for endurance, as he had shown no ; 
lack of endurance hi his few races. 
A college athlete who has great 


_a lot of points, is apprize. In the 
Standf ord-Calif ornia meet, Big 
Ben was sent out to win the quar- 
ter mile, the half-mile and run in" 
the one-mile relay. "Not to try out 
his speed—just to win points. He 
won the quarter in 48.3 and -the 
half in 1 minute,'56 seconds, and 
ran his lap in the relay in 49. And 
he wasn't even tired.

Goes After Half-Mile. 
Next week he was sent to try the 
half mile in the Pacific Coast con- 
ference championships. He hadn't 
learned enough about pace in the 
longer distance yet and the experi- 
ence would be valuable. It was a 
rainy day. The track was soggy 
and slow. Eastman, with no idea of 
breaking even a local record, 
hopped right out into the lead and 
sprinted as if ie had nothing on 
his mind but to get somewhere. 
He was 75 yards ahead of all 
competition at the quarter-mile, 
which he had run in the mud in 
52.1 seconds. He slowed up in the 
next quarter, still with the idea 
that any record-breaking in such 
track conditions was impossible, 
and finished 50 yards ahead of-the 
next runner. 
Tapped Kilpatrick's Mark. 


And the 
time, in spite of mud, 
was 1 minute, 53 seconds! That 
was two-fifths of a second better 
than Charlie Kilpatrick's famous 
world's half-mile record'that lasted 
15 years. It was faster than our 
old friend Mel Sheppard ran, and 
I have very livid recollections of 
Mel when he was the world's best 
and beating them aU. What a run- 
ner Mel was, as a veteran star. Bu* 
not as good as this novice. " 


After the race, Eastman said: 
"Guess I ran my first quarter too 
fast because I didn't know pace. I 
made a mistake. Maybe I'll know 
more about it next time." 
Beat Champion Williams. 


After that came the meet with 
the U. S. C. Trojans. 
Templeton 
had Eastman run the half andfsave 
himself for the mile relay. He won 
his half, loping along, in 1 minutes, 
54.2 seconds, and ran his final lap 
in the relay to 47.4 to give his team 
a new world's collegiate record. 


A few days later, in the Fresno 
relays, Eastman ran his final lap 
in the mile relay in 47.2 seconds, 
and his team established a new 
world's relay record fo 3 minutes, 
12.6 seconds, breaking the mark 
made by the American Olympic 
games stars of 1927. anchored by 
the famous Ray Barbuti. And the

back to the minors recently. 
Stars Fall To Deliver. 
To make matters worse, Lefty 
OTtoul- and Chick Thompson, who 
came from Philadelphia to Brook- 
lyn in exchange for Elliott, Dudley, 
Lee and the sum of $75,000, have 
failed to flash the batting power 
that made them the favorities in 
Philadelphia. Judging from the re- 
sults to date, Philadelphia, and not 
Brooklyn, should have paid the sev- 
enty-five grand. 


Boston's ^unexpected power can be

Rivals Hope Connie's 


Stars May Crack, But 


They Refuse to Oblige

The Athletics are not leading the American .league in 


hitting but they have the best pitching and good pitching 
has won many pennants. 
' 


The end of the season is a long way off — even the 


Fourth .of July,, the tell-tale mark in pennant races, is quite 
a distance. But the A's look very formidable. 


The A's look so good that seven other clubs in the. 


league see little hope of'edging in until either Grove or Earn- 
show cracks. And it is often predicted that one or the* other 
will fall by the wayside. No doubt the wish is father of the 
thought. 


Just Look In the Book. 


If the gentlemen who are wait- 
ing for Lefty or Moose to tumble 
will look in the baseball books 
they'll learn that these two fel- 
lows are unusually durable. They 
'jire work-hardened. They got that 
way toiling for the late Jack Dunn 
' -in Baltimore. And they kept up 
'the sizzling pace after thoy began 
working for Connie Mack. 
In six years—three with Balti- 
more and three with the A's— 
Earnshaw has averaged 264% in- 
nings per season. And this average 
includes his first year with the 
Macks, when he worked • only 158 
innings. He had one big year in 
Baltimore, pitching 332 innings, 
and Jast yearifor Mack he worked 
296"lnnings. . 


That Grove "Weakness." 


Grove in the last 10 years, six 


of them with the A's, has pitched 
2,606 innings,- which is averaging 
better than 260 per season. Twice 
he was over the 300 mark and last 
season he hurled 291 innings..' 
Grove has never had a sore arm, 
though at times the report has 
gone out that his flipper was lame. 
It wasn't his arm, -but his index 
finger on the left hand. He throws 
with such speed that the ball in 
leaving the finger tip has so much 
friction that it simply takes off the 
skin. That little "weakness" has 
often been a great cause of worry 
to Grove and his manager. He has 
tried in .every, way to toughen the 
finger tip, but it is still subject to 
bad spells. 
Every great man has had his 
weakness, starting with Achilles 
and his heel. 
Earnshaw Thrives On Work. 
Earnshaw, one of the biggest 
among" big league pitchers, thrives 
on work. He will say that his great- 
est, fault is laziness, but the rec- 
tords don't bear him out. He has 
worked out of turn many times, 
at his own request. 
Connie Mack expressed great 
concern over his pitching plight 
during the past winter "talkie" 
season. He declared he must find 
a pitcher to help out with the 
chores. And he thought hs would 
find that man among his recruits. 
Two of these, McDonald and Ma- 
'haffey, have shown some promise 
and perhaps one of them may ar- 
rive this seasorf. 
> 
But Mack found help—and -t 
came from an unexpected quarter. 
The new baseball, with its helpful 
raised seams, put new life in Ed 
Rommel', the knuckle-bailer, and 
perhaps it has a!-o helped Rube 
Walberg, though the latter says his 
, improvement is due to a stronger 


physique. 
Walber? and Rommel. 
' Whatever 'the reasons, these two 
. veterans are helping Grove and 
Earnshaw a lot. Walberg and Rom- 
mel are going good and if you'll 
look in the books you'll' find that 
they also thrive on hard work. 
Rommel hasn't worked so hard the 
last few seasons, ' but he's still 
strong and able to put in long 
hours if Mack chooses to pitch 
him. Walberg has averaged 238 in- 
nings per season- for the -last four 


• years. He's far ahead of that aver- 
age this year and is one of the 
league's big winners. 
To lose Grove and Earnshaw or 
Walberg would Le quite a handicap 
to the A's, but, on the other hand. 
the champions piled up a lot of 
victories in May that will help to 
-tide them over a victory drouth at 
' a later period in the 1931 flag race. 


No Staff Its Equal. 
No other team in either big 
league can sport as much indi- 
vidual class as there is in the A's 
pitching staff. But several clubs 
.make up for this lack of aces in 
"well rounded flinging corps. The 
.' Cards, Giants anr Braves have 
»^such pitching i. the National 
* league and in the American loop 
~ both Washington and New York 
.-have high class pitching, and a 
• Grove or an Earnshaw on either 
".'of these clubs would just about 
make it top notch. 
The loss of one pitcher to any 
- of these clubs would not be a 
: latality, for they have'many others 
. to throw into the breach.

Study Basic Causes of Ignition 
Trouble. 


Trouble with thp Ignition system 
may result because of one of the 
following basic causes: 
Lack oi 
current from the source, a broken 
circuit, a short circuit or a failure 
of the mehanical devices. In order 
to prevent trouble when out on the 
country road, it is well to study the 
wiring of the "car. "This' can be 
simply done by carefully Inspecting 
the wiring .diagram,. which will 
usually be found in the instruction 
book, in doing this, first determine 
what • the units- in the primary or 
low voltage system are, and then 
those in the secondary or Wgh volt- 
age system, and their sequencer 
Thus, if the car has the distributor 
system.

T« Determine Comet Mixture for

Attracts Many Visitors to Arbor Lodfce State Park 


O 


F THE greatest historical 


interest of all of Ne- 


braska's state parks is Arbor 
Lodge, near Nebraska City, 
in fact,' just one mile west of 
the business center of that 
city. 


Containing the old mansion 


of J. Sterling Morton, Ne- 
braska pioneer leader and 
founder of Arbor day, and 
part of his old homestead, the 
park combines the historical 
interest associated with/Mor- 
ton with the natural and arti- 
ficial outdoor beauty that sur- 
rounds his old home. 


The park came" into the 


state's hands as a gift of Joy 
Morton, .son of J. Sterling Mor- 


ton, in 1923. Its 65 acres of 
woodland include a 23 acre 
tract which had been given to 
Nebraska City as Morton 
park prior to the state trans- 
fer. The city turned the land 
back to the Morton son so 
that the entire plot could be 
included \n one state park. 


Containing the greatest historical 


interest. Arbor Lodge state park is 
likewise the most accessible of the 
state parks to Lincoln residents and 
consequently the best known. That 
does not by any means,imply that 
Lincoln has exhausted the possibili- 
ties of enjoyment from the park. 


There are still many who have 
not seen the old mansion, with its 
historical reminders of Nebraska life 
and people and the founding of 
Arbor day. Of those who have, many 
find pleasure in again going over 
the interesting old home and its ex- 
hibits. To still others, the quiet re- 


treats of the wood arcu about the 
old mansion remain a charming 
contrast with the rush and hurry of 
modern life. 
- 
Other Attractions of Park. 


Although the old mansion, with 
its historical significance and ex- 
hibits constitutes the chief attrac- 
tion of the park, it is by no means 
the only attraction. Near it are the 
stables built in 1900, which have 
been rearranged inside so as to 
house old vehicles used at the lodge 
and other Interesting equipment of 
the horse age in Nebraska. There is 
the monument to J. Sterling Mor- 
ton. There is the log cabin built in 
1890, which is typical of the houses 
used by early settlers In the wooded 
sections of the state. 


South of the mansion is a lovely 
sunken garden, built up terrace by 
terrace and filled with a closely 
clipped lawn. There is the grove of 
10.000 white pine trees planted in 
1892, one of the oldest 
artificial 
groves in the state. 


The grounds contain both natural 


timber and artificially-created nat-i 


ural beauties. The arboretum, north 
and east of the mansion, furnishes 
trees and bird lovers'an abundance 
of unexpected pleasures. A botanical 
survey revealed more than 135 dif- 
ferenj species of trees and shrubs in 
this area. 


Many Kinds *f Trees. 


This is believed to be the largest 
collection of woody species to be 
found in Nebraska. 
trees were planted 


Many of the 
by prominent 


men and women. Metal labels have 
been attached In many cases to 
show species of tree or to identify 
historical connections of the tree. 
The native timber, oak, elm. 
maple and other trees typical of 
southeastern 
Nebraska, is found 


chiefly in the eastern part of the 
park. In that part which was once 
the property of Nebraska City. 


The grounds are open throughout 
the year but the mansion-1? open 
only during the afternoons from 
April to November. During those 
months, guides are available to show 
tourist* through the 52-room struc- 
ture and to describe and explain 
interesting historical details.

Publishes New Bulletin, 


"Deep Wells In Nebraska" 


"Deep Wells of Nebraska" is the 


title of the latest bulletin to-be is- 
sued by the Nebraska Geological 
Survey. Dr. G. E. Condra. state 
ceologist. and 
Professor 
E. F. 
Schramm and A. i. Lugn, of the 
8cology""department of the univer- 
sity, arc the authors. 
t 
This volume is a correlation of 


field work that has been done dur- 
ing the past few years by the state 
geological survey. Its main pur- 
pose and use is to aid in the pros- 
pecting for oil and gas. and also for 
ths location of mineral deposits 
and of deeper water supplies. 


Attention is called to the statu- 


torv 
requiretnents regarding the 


drilling of a dcap well; methods of 
sin'uns rells: rewards for discov- 
crj- cf cil and zns and the use of 
the Tell clcfci. The work carried on 
fc? tne survey is described in some 
dctaiL 


Methods Explained. 
Drilling methods, including leases 


pnd contracts are also described in 
this bulletin. These operations have 
liccn gone into in some detail and 
the proper forms of leases, con- 
tracts and releases arc illustrated. 
The logs of different wells arc 


Riven according- to the location of 
th"sc workings in the state. In cer- 
tain regions the logs of Nebraska 


wells are correlated 
with those 


drilled In other states bordering on 
this one. A large number of logs 
of wells are given and correlations 
ascertained. The logs given--vary 
for wells from about 400 feet in 
depth to the deepest one in Nebras- 
ka, located 4^~ .miles east and 1% 
miles north of Harrisburs. which is 
5697 feet deep on an elevation of 
4500 feet above sea level. ' ^ 
There are ninety-three wells in 
Nebraska which are a thousand 
fest or more in depth. Tea borings 
have reached granite. Thirty-one 
representative wells of northeastern 
Nebraska are given *Kith their lo- 
cation and depth.

Both of these organizations, the one 
supported by the people of Lincoln 
through the community chest and 
the other by the people of Lincoln 
through 
taxation, strive to Keep 
transients off the streets at night 
and thus lessen the amount of petty 
thievery in the city, and to influence 
them to go back to their own com- 
munities or keep them moving to 
places where they might find work. 
The mission is also. largely con- 
cerned with getting young men and 
boys, many of whom have run away 
from home, back to their parents.

Lodgers who stay at the city mis- 


sion are required to be in by 10 p. 
m., although new arrivers may come 
in later than that. The reason for 
"this rule is to keep the men from 
prowling around the city at night. 
The new dormitory and equipment 
added to the mission in 1929 has 
considerably facilitated the hand- 
ling of transients and has increased 
the lodging space from a capacity of 
thirty men in beds to sixty, while 
emergency quarters can be provided 
for more. 
The mission lodgers are checked 
in at bed time, giving their name 
much in the same manner as they 
do as the city jail. They "then go

which is handed to an 


assistant. The clothing is placed in 
a large and 
closet where 
treatment for "delousing." 
It Is 


then tagged and placed 011 a hanger. 
Before going to bed the men are re- 
quired to take shower baths in a 
modern bath room adjoining the 
dressing room. Each man has a 
number and he takes 'the bed bear- 
ing his number. Freshly laundered 
night gowns are given to all new- 
comers, while the clothes they wear 
on the street are not allowed inside 
the dormitory proper. 


The great majority of the men 
cared for at the mission are lodged, 
fed and often clothed free of charge, 
tlthough there are a few who are 
able to pay a small sum toward the 
cost of the services they receive. A 
woodyard is maintained back of the 
mission to keep as many of the men 
busy as possible while they are in 
Lincoln, while a large potatoe patch 
has been planned this summer to 
serve the same purpose ar the wood- 
yard as well as to augment the mis- 
sion larder ,this fall. 


Many "Make Good." 


Superintendent Hinkm'of the city 


mission is proud of the record the 
mission has made in helping men 
and boys to help themselves and be- 
come respected members of some 
community. Every week or so he 
gets a letter from some man he has 
helped and talked to at the mission 
at some prior time. A number of 
these men have mastered their 
craving for dope or drinking, and 
write back to Mr. Hinkin to thank 
him for having influenced them' in 
taking the right path once more. 
Parents have written to thank him 
for the return of a run away boy. 
and men, now successfully employed 
send the mission money to show 
their appreciation for the services 
rendered them when they were dis- 
couraged "down-and-outers.''

We do not 
want them in Lincoln because we do 
not have enough work for our own 
citizens, but the-problem exists and 
must be confronted, despite our 
wants and wishes. 


t'Dpn't Give Money."' 
"One thing that Lincoln citizens' 


can do to help make "the problem- 
less severe,." continued Mr. Home, 
"is to refrain fronrgiving money to 
''mocshers,' many of whom ply the 
streets for a living. _ There Is noth- 
ing;heartless or cold-blooded in xe- 
"fusirig to give to "such men. In the 
first place, by subscribing- to the 
cliest and paying their taxes, Lin- 
coln citizens have set up j -agencies 
that Trill and do care-for the tem- 
•porary needs f transients who" come 
through this city.' Secondly, the 
easy money that the men get by 
begging is demoralizing to them and 
is very apt to create a state of mind 
which leads them to become profes- 
sional beggars. 
Certainly a great 
many of our transient visitors are 
deserving of sympathy 
and have 


had "tough breaks," but their prob- 
lem is a fSr more serious one than 
the mere 'hand-to-mouth' acquisi- 
tion of a/ dime for-a cup ol coffee. 
Moreover, -if Lincoln- citizens will 
send to the community chest all 
"moochers' that attempt to 'touch' 
them on the streets or come to the 
backdoor for a handout, the chest 
will sec that they are adequately fed 
and lodged while in this city." 
Hitch-hiking on the automobile 


highways has become a very popular 
means of getting from place to place 
among floaters, according to Police 
Chief 
rods" 
excel in popular!tj-." Lincoln police- 
men meet the trains as they come 
in and check up on as many of the 
arriving floaters as possible in order 
to see if there are any "wanted" 
characters among them. Many of 
these men. especially during the 
winter months, are taken to the bull 
pen at the city jail for "a night's 
lodging and breakfast. Their per- 
sonal effects are taken from them 
when they come in and.are given 
back the nest morning. After par- 
taking of breakfast prepared by the 
cook at the dty jail, the men are 
advised to leave town, as there Is 
not enough work here to supply the 
men who live here. Figures show 
tthat more -than 3.750 floaters have 
received lodging and' Breakfast at 
the-city jail from the first of the 
year up to the' present .month. As 
many as sixty men have been given 
a "flop" in one night during the 
colder months.

FTER nearly forty years 


of freedom, of lumber 


camps, of the fields in spring- 
time, of the seas in --storm, 
Charley Johnson has come 
back to submit himself to 
peeling buckets of potatoes, 
to move when other men 
move, to prison walls and 
rules. 


It wasn't flimsy nor treach- 


erous freedom that he re- 
signed. 


"I was sort of leary the 


first two weeks I was out of 
here. I kept thinkin' they'd 
get me. But after that, I 
wasn't scared. 


"I've been where there 


were all sorts of sheriffs, con- 
stables, Pinkerton detectives, 
and the like, but they never 
paid no attention to me. My 
pictures have been sent all 
over the world, just about, 
but they never picked me up." 


Returned—to his 
own name, 
Charles E. Johnson, not that alias 
he has, answered to since that mid- 
December night in 1893, when he 
went over the walls of the Nebra- 
ka penitentiary to freedom that 
might hare been permanent 
"Johnson" Isn't as famllar to him 
as that other name, which he pre- 
lers the press not to mention, for 
there-are those who dont know 
where he is today, and would be 
hurt, did they know. 


Wants CitiBenshl* raven. 


Returned—to "dear up" his rec- 
ord. A native of Sweden, he wants 
citizenship papers In this country. 
He wants to run his own little fish- 
ing boat, which cant be his until 
he becomes a cltiwn or has his first 
pipers. And there »re no papers 
and no, boat when there mre years 
and events in doubt 
"Oh.

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together and went into the night, 
eight months before his good time 
allowance would have given him le- 
gal release, he's now 66. 
"When I get out, I'm going back 
to Seattle and buy me my own fish- 
ing boat, with two engines and a 
cabin, so I can live on board. The 
way I feel now, I'll live to be a 
hundred. 
"Course, I haven't got any teeth. 
It's hard to talk. I had a $100 set 
which hurt me just like the tooth 
ache, so I threw 'em away and I 
haven't got any now. 
"My tune'U be up here February 
2 next year. I don't know whether 
I'll go before the pardon board or 
not. I got a few friends on the 
outside that's working for me. My 
time ain't very valuable." 
Recalls Get Away. 
When Johnson was here thirty- 
eight years ago, he was doing night 
firing. With the guard off from 
midnight to two in the morning, he 
slipped out quietly, telling his fel- 
low trusty that he felt ill, Johnson 
relates. Securing a couple of lad- 
ders and some rope that he had 
previously noted in the factory, he 
tied the ladders together and went 
out into the cold black night of De- 
cember 18. 
Dressed in stripes, as was done 
then, he found the going rather dif- 
ficult. The cap was thrown away. 
The boiler room had made the suit 
dirty enough that the stripes were 
nearly obliterated, but not enough 
that they couldn't be recognized. So 
he walked nights and slept where 
he could for three days and nights 
until reaching his home \at Oak- 
land. Reaching Oakland at 10 
o'clock the third night, he found 
no'welcome, his "mother having 
died, but he was able to secure a 
change of clothes. 


Worked In Somth Dakota. 
Eager only to get out of the state, 
he worked toward South Dakota. 
For a time, he was employed by a 
fanner near Yankton, and the next 
spring he went to Logan, la., again 
to go on a farm. Reaching Clinton 
eventually, he jot ft job firing on & 
abort packet line, plying between 
Clinton. Rock Island, and Moline. 
For a couole of summers, he 
worked for Captain Blair, between 
Davenport and Burlington. 
He 
loaded for the first summer. Ret- 
ting $5 per week.and his board. The 
second summer, he served as sec- 
ond pilot- During one winter, he 
was night watchman for Captain 
Blair, getting $40 monthly and 
board, "which was pretty good 
wages." 
"When I left. Captain Blair told 
me I could always have a job with 
him. But I've never seen him 
*tnce." 
Minnesota was his next stop, and 
so at ease was he by that time that 
he spent the next fourteen years- 
near Red Wing, first renting a 
farm and then buying an eighty- 
acre tract. While here he married. 
The daughter now lives In Seattle, 
with her husband and three chil- 
dren, eight, six, and four, as John- 
son recalls their ages. Bis trifc 
died three &ontiis 6go, he return- 
ing to Seattle from sea only to time 
for the funeral. 
More* to Washington. 
The winters are dreadfully cold 
and the southern Minnesota sum- 
mers are quite as hot as Nebraska. 
Thinking opportunity might be bet- 
ter on the coast, he sold the farm 
and the family removed to Wash- 
ington, and has remained there, fi- 
nancing the trip with part of the 
few hundreds gained fro mthc farm 
sale. 
In tic west, he worked as a los- 
er, went to the salmon fisheries. 
earned his $5 daily in the ship 
yards during the building heyday 
of the World war. For Uic last dec- 
ade, he has shipped as a seaman. 
how many voyages Johnson has no 
idea, and in the intervals has 
joined the fishing fleets near the 
Sound, working for some one else. 
The desire for his own boat first 
aroused Johnson's interest in un- 
tangling his past. He couldn't bs 
an owner-operator, withoai j>apcrs. 
For years, he's lived among pso- 
pte. He has never >ccn a recluse.

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ROMANCE CROWDS LIFE OF JOHN C. FREMONT 
PATHFINDER ATTAINED PINNACLE OF FAME AND FORTUNE, SUFFERED POVERTY AND HUMILIATION BETWEEN VISITS TO NEBRASKA

HE 
John C. Fremont 


carved his name on the 


soft sandstone near to the old 
Oregon trail down in Jeffer- 
son county in the summer of 
1842 he had been married but 
a few months, for it was on 
October 19, 1841, that he and 
Jessie Ann Benton, daughter 
of Senator Thomas Hart Ben- 
ton of Missouri persuaded a 
•Washington priest, with 
whom the former was on very 
friendly terms, to perform 
the ceremony whiT:h made 
them man and wife. At that 
time she was less than seven- 
teen and a half years old, 
while Fremont was twenty- 
eight. 


The marriage h a d been 


without the knowledge or con- 
sent of the parents of the 
girl, who knew, however, of 
the attachment. They object- 
ed to the wedding at that 
time, because of J e s s i e's 
youth, and h a d placed the 
lovers on probation for a year. 
That they might be separated 
•Fremont had been given an 
appointment to survey the 
Des Moines river in Iowa, but 
ihat took him but a few 
:months, and when he returned 
, 
runaway marriage took 


place in short order. 
'it was not revealed to the parents 


.immediately, and when the hand- 
some and intrepid future Pathfinder 
'and his charming, vivacious and ac- 
complished young bride did finally 
.'beard the pompous and scholarly 
-old senator in his den .there was 
'rather a wild" scene. Jessie long 
afterward wrote that her father 
commanded Fremont to "Get out 
-of the house and never cross my 
'door again," adding that "'Jessie 
shall stay here." 


Jessie a Real Benton. 


But the girl knew her father and 


"she also knew the story of Ruth 
and Naomi, so grasping her hus- 
band's arm she said: 


"Whither thou goest I will go; 


c,nd where thou lodgest I will lodge; 
thy people shall be my people, and 


God, my God." 


That settled it, and neither of 
them left the Benton mansion. It 
also showed that Jessie was a real 
Benton, for it had taken, her father 
-even years to win her mother, who 
had made a vow never to marry a 
democrat, a red haired man or a 
soldier, but who, after seven years 
of wooing wedded a red haired 
democrat and never had reason to 
regret it. 


This narrative is not to be an ac- 
count of the explorations of Fre- 
mont, full of thrilling interest as 
they-were, Vat of the vicissitudes 
Attending the lives of the man and 
woman who pledged their troth, on 
that October day nearly ninety 
•years ago It is a story in which 
one dramatic incident follows last 
upon another, and In which tragedy 
linds a place all too frequently; a 
record of triumph and of failure, of 
glory and humiliation, of wealth 
almost beyond computation and of 
pinching poverty. But through It 
'all runs the golden thread of un- 
wavering devotion, faith and love 
without diminution. 


Romantic Characters. 


John and Jessie Fremont are 


zmong the most romantic characters 
whose names are "written on the 
pages of American history. And 
it was just as natural for the for- 
mer to be romantic as it was for 
the latter to be constant. His mother 
was Ann Beverly "Whiting, member 
of one of the most aristocratic fam- 
ilies of Tidewater Virginia. 
The 
Whitings, however, had become im- 
poverished, and it was to escape 
this condition that she married at 
the age of seventeen, CoL John 
Pry or, who was sixty and wealthy. 
There was no love, so when Charles 
Fremont, a dashing young French 
emigre who was teaching in an 
academy in Richmond, in which 
city the Pryors resided, began room- 
ing in the home adjoining the 
Pryors, gossip was not long in get- 
ting busy. Pryor taxed his wife 
with wrongdoing and threatened to 
kilt her, but she told him to spare 
himself the crime and said that she 
would leave the following day, 
•which she did. 
She had just come into a small 
inheritance and she and " Fremont 
set cut in a carriage with their 
•worldly possession, going south; and 
In" Savannah, Ga, John Charles 
Fremont was born on January 21, 
1813. Pryor applied to the legisla- 
ture of "Virginia lor a divorce, and 
. although there is no record of it 
being granted, it is probable that 
it;- was, lor he afterward married 
again. 
Tooth a Rambler. 


•Fremont -was an apt pupil, but 
was not constant in his studies and 
ins expelled from the academy 
•which he attended because he neg- 
lected the school and persisted In 
roaming the ^woodland; but he early 
attracted the attention of men cf 
influence, among them the scholar- 
ly Joel K. Polnsett, who had been 
minister to Mexico, had traveled 
widely and who became secretary 
of war in the cabinet of Martin 
Van Burcn. Through his influence 
Fremont became a member of a 
partv which surveyed a railroad line 
from Charleston, in which the 
family was then residing, to Cincin- 
nati, and later conducted govern- 
ment surveys in Georgia In con- 
nection with the removal of ttae 
Cherokee Indians. 
He mastered mathematics, sur- 
veying and astronomy and was de- 
Ughtcd -when Potasett arranged for 
him to accompany Jean Nicholas 
noted French scientist, to 


John C. Fremont first saw what is now the state 


of Nebraska in the summer of 1839, when he came 
up the Missouri river from St. Louis, going as far 
north as Fort Pierre and crossing: from there to the 
Mississippi, which he descended. In 1842 he led hi* 
first exploring expedition across this state, entering: 
in Jefferson county and following the Oregon Trail 
to the South Pass in what is now Wyoming and re- 
taroinr that fall along the Plattc river to the Mis- 
souri, which he descended to St. Ix>nls. In 1843 he 
was again in the present state, crossing: the extreme 


what is now this-state, and that Nicollet" being incapacitated by age 


southwest corner, but returning T»y another route. 
This was his last visit to thto region prior to 1878, 
when he was guest of honor at a banquet in Omaha, 
while he was on his way to become the territorial 
governor of Arizona. On his way down the Platte he 
camped where the city of Fremont now stands, and 
perhaps on the very spot where now stands the 
Pathfinder hotel, in the city which bean his name. 
The county in Wyoming -where he terminate* his 
first tour of that section is also named in his honor. 


was the last time He saw Nebraska 
until 1878. when he was tendered a 
banquet in Omaha. At that time 
he was on his way to Arizona to 
assume the governorship of that 
territory at a salary of $2,000 a year. 
Between these visits he htfd acquired 
a fortune estimated at ten millions 
of dollars. He had been the candi- 
date of a great political party for 
the presidency, had received the 
plaudits and adulation of the people 
of his own country and had been 
showered with evidences of esteem 
and admiration by those of Europe. 
Meets Adversities. 


But he had also been tried and 


convicted by a court martial, had 
seen his vast fortune swept away 
and at the time he was given the 
Arizona ' appointment, the family 
was subsisting upon what the de- 
voted and talented Jessie earned 
with her pen. 
Senator Benton was the recog- 


nized leader of the expansionist 
group in congress, being convinced 
that'the United States should ac- 
quire all of the southwest to the 
Pacific coast and that the contro- 
versy with England over the north- 
western boundary should be settled 
to the advantage of this nation. He 
was therefore intensely interested 
in the exploration and mapping of 
the west, and in consequence, while 
Nice-lies and Fremont were making 
up their reports of their trips they 
were much at the Benton home. It 
was there that the romance between 
the younger man and Jessie had 
its inception, and it was there that 
the plans were made to send Fre- 
mont at the head of an expedition, 


and poor health. 


Benton obtained an appropriation 


from congress and the first expedi- 
tion left St. Louis, the Benton home, 
in May, 1842, disembarking at what 
is now Kansas City and proceeding 
up the Oregon trail to South Pass 
in the southwest part of what is 
now Wyoming. Kit Carson,, whom 
Fremont had met on the river 
steamboat, acted as guide and re- 
mained a firm friend of the explorer 
as long as the latter lived. 


Assisted By Wife. . , 


Upon his return to Washington 


Fremont prepared an exhaustivs and 
highly intsresting report, in which 
he was greatly assisted by his wife, 
who did all the writing, while he 
walked the flocr and dictated. She 
had a charming literary style, which 
stood her in good hand In later 
years. The next spring another ex- 
pedition was Sentr out through the 
efforts of Benton, this time going 
clear to Oregon, to which territory 
emigration had been greatly stimu- 
lated through- the -circulation 
of 
Fremont's first report. 


While this expedition was outfit- 


ting at Kaw Landing (Kansas City) 
Fremont received from his wife a 
letter directing him to set out at 
once.' There was" no explanation 
whatever, but by nightfall the train 
was over the hills and out of the 
settlement. This was probably the 
first thing that Jessie did for him" 
aside from marrying him. After ne 
had left St. Louis a letter for him 
had come from the topographical 
department, ordering him back to 


taking a small cannon with him, 
and placing another man in charge 
of the expedition. 


Mrs. Fremont hesitated not a 
moment. She blamed the attempted 
recall to the jealousy of West Point 
men, and then summoning a mes- 
senger whom she could trust she 
.ordered him and his brother to ride 
overland with all possible speed and 
deliver her not to Fremont, who died 
not personally get the order from 
Washington until his return four- 
teen months later/ His wife wrote 
to the chief of the department, tell- 
ing what she had done and why, 
and that was the last heard of it. 


"Crosses Mountains in Winter. 
Before reaching the coast in Ore- 


gon Fremont turned south and ex- 
plored the interior of the country, 
and then, in the dead of winter he 
.took his expedition across the Sierra 
Nevada mountains into Sacramento 
valley, of ^California. It was a feat 
from which the Indians did every- 
thing in their power to dissuade 
-him, and which they asserted was 
impossible. The' men .and beasts 
'suffered unbelievable hardships, but 
were llnally gladdened by the sight 
of the green valley beyond the di- 
vide.

In the meantime wac had broken 
out between the United States and 
Mexico and when- this news came 
California was taken posession of 
by Commodore Stockton and Fre- 
mont, the former-having been in- 
structed to make such move upon 
being advised of the commencement 
of hostilities. Fremont organized 
a battalion and was appointed civil 
governor by Stockton, the territory 
having been practically conquered 
and Mexican officials driven out 
when Gen. Stephen W. Kearny ap- 
peared on the scene, he also hav- 
ing orders to take command. 
In the conflict between Stockton 
and Kearny, Fremont was In a 
quandary, but as the former was

attributed to the fact that he, Fre- 
mont, was not a West Point man, 
the explorer-for a time ignored the 
orders of his superior army officer, 
though he eventually capitulated. 
-He was placed under arrest by 
Kearny and escorted east under the 
most humiliating conditions. 


But though he was under arrest 
and supposedly in disgrace, he was 
received upon his retun to civiliza- 
tion as a conquering hero and the 
court martial at Washington which 
followed was a feast of fashion and 
a long ovation for the dashing ex- 
plorer. He was convicted on three 
charges and sentenced to be dis,- 
missed from the service; this result 
being attributed by the Bentpns to 
the fact That his judges were West 
Point men. The verdict was ap- 
proved by President Polk, who de- 
clined to sanction the sentence and 
ordered Fremont to report for duty. 
He at once sent in his resignation, 
which was later accepted. But he 
was one of the most popular men in 
the United States. 
To California Again. 


This was in the spring of 1848, 
and that fall the Fremont family 
started for California, with •which 
he had fallen in love. He was to 
lead a privately financed expedition 
over the southern route, backed by 
capitalists who contemplated build- 
ing^a railroad, while Jessie was to 
go to the west coast by the Panama 
route. This she did, crossing the 
isthmus by the old gold road "that 
had been traversed by Morgan and 
his pirates, 200 years before and 
undergoing hardships such as few 
other women have ever endured. 


Stricken with fever she was com- 
pelled to wait in Panama for weeks 
for a ship, but finally reached Cali- 
fornia, racked with fear, for she 
had heard of the tragic fate that 
had overtaken her husband's ex- 
pedition. 


The latter had been caught in one 


of the most terrible snows even 
known in, the mountains. Unable to 
proceed, reduced to starvation and 
in fear of freezing, Fremont had 
sent-back an expedition to obtain 
relief, and some of the members 
of the party had been guilty of 
cannabalism. Finally the remainder 
of the party reached a frontier post 
and Fremont proceeded to Cali- 
fornia, learning on his way from a 
company,of Mexicans of the dis- 
covery of gold at Sutter's. 
Fremont had left money jdth the 


American counsel in California, 
wherewith to buy a tract of land 
which he*1 had 
designated,

through error the man had pur- 
chased a vast tract in another loca- 
tion.

notables from the east. A stato was 
soon organized and admitted to the 
Union and Fremont Avas elected ouo 
of the first senators. On drawing 
cuts, however, he got the short term 
and served but three months. He 
wasn't re-elected, for the slavery 
question was looming large. He and 
Jessie were strongly anti. while most 
of the active politicians In the state 
were just as strongly pro. 


But they were happy, having ft 


home in San Francisco, which 
flimsy city burned down at In- 
tervals, Mrs. Fremont being twice- 
driven out by fire. Fremont was 
the owner of a large tract on what 
is now the Presidio, which he later 
lost to the government on account 
of defective title, this misfortune 
coming when he was least able to 
bear it. They visited Europe and 
ware accorded the highest honors. 


Then in 1856, Fremont was In- 


duced to. become the candidate of 
the 
newly organized republican 
party for the presidency and the 
campaign was one of the most 
colorful in the history of the na- 
tion even outdoing that of 1840. 
Furthermore, the record shows that 
Jessie aroused fully as much en- 
thusiasm as did her Impetuous hus- 
band. But in the end he was 
beaten and returned to California, 
while Jessie and her two children 
went to Paris for a rest. She soon 
returned on account of the serious 
illness of her father, later going to 
California with her husband, who 
had come east to meet her. 
Sen- 
ator Benton died .while they were 
at Mariposa. 


Financial Reverse*. 
Fremont was a great explorer, 


TiJ h«was n°t a financial genius. 
After the placer gold had been ex- 
?!?»,? he set UP stamP n»iU» on 
the Mariposa estate and the re- 
turns were gratifying. But he want- 
ed more stamps and greater pow- 
er so he formed a corporation. In 
this way he disposed of half his 
holdings and he was taken advan- 
tage of to a'very great extent by 
sharpers. Finally he disposed of all 
his California property, and though 
he realized only a fraction of what 
he should have received, he was 
still a wealthy man and kept a 
house in New York, as well as one 
up the Hudson near Tarrytown, the 
land now being a part of the John 
D. Rockefeller estate. 


In the meantime the Civil war 
intervened, and upon the insistance 
of his many friends Lincoln placed 
Fremont In-command of the De- 
partment of the West, with head- 
quarters in St. Louis. There two" 
disasters for which he was blamed, 
but which .he could not have ob- 
viated, brought him into disfavor 
with the administration. 
One of 
these was the defeat and death of 
Gen. Lyon at Wilson's creek and 
the other was the defeat of Mul- 
ligan at Lexington. The real cause 
of his downfall, however, was the 
enmity which had grown up be- 
tween him and Frank and Mont- 
gomery Blair, political dictators of 
Missouri. 


The latter was a member of Lin? 
coin's cabinet and the former was a 
congressman, and when It became 
impossible for them to manipulate 
contracts to the benefit of their 
henchmen they set about to ruin 
Fremont. It was while the fate of 
the Pathfinder was hanging in the 
balance that Jessie Fremont made 
the trip from St. Louis to Washing- 
ton in a day coach and calle'd upon 
Lincoln immediately after her ar- 
rival, without taking time to change 
her dress or take a bath. 
Soldiers Indignant. 


Mrs. Fremont laid the facts be- 


fore the president, but he was ob- 
durate. He had no faith In Fre- 
mont as a military commander and 
his mind had been poisoned.by the 
Blairs. Fremont was succeeded and 
his soldiers, who had worshipped 
him and had the greatest, confi- 
dence in him, almost rebelled when 
they learned what had happened. 
Later the Fremonta had the satis- 
faction of seeing the Blairs de- 
throned, and rendered politically 
impotent. Montgomery being: com- 
pelled to resign from the cabinet, 
notwithstanding the fact that 
Frank had considered himself * po- 
tential presidential candidate. In 
the meantime remont had contin- 
ued so popular and his friends were 
so insistent that he was given an- 
other command in western Virgin- 
ia; but as had previously been the 
C3se, he was given no support and 
could accomplish nothing, sq he re- 
signed and retired from the army. 
Following the war came the era 


of Pacific railway building 
and 
Fremont, with his usual impetu- 
osity, put his all into the Southern 
Pacific, of which he was made, 
president. He acquired franchises, 
rights of way and land grants run- 
ning into the millions of acre*. But 
those to whom the selling of bonds 
in Europe had been entrusted were 
rascals, the bond holders lost all 
and so did Fremont. He was not 
only penniless, but he was accused 
of being a party to the frauds, 
though shown to have been inno- 
cent. The homes were sold « well 
as the valuable painting and other 
treasures; days of luxury and loit- 
erings in the capitals of Europe 
were gone forever. 
Jessie To The Rescae. 
In this crisis a younger son be- 
came ill and Mrs. Fremont went to 
Robert Monner, publisher of the 
New York Ledger, a popular aeri- 
odicaL He offered her $100 for a 
series of articles which he expected 
would take here weeks or months to 
finish. She worked almost inces- 
santly until they were done and 
she had her money wherewith to 
provide for the ailing boy. There- 
after she contributed regularly to 
periodicals, writing historical 
sketches, wild west stories, chll- 
drens stories and a variety of ar- 
ticles. 
„ . 
Her literary work was continued 
until her husband was appointed 
governor of Arizona in 1878 and he 
paid his last visit to Nebraska, be- 
ing banqueted In Omaha. Fremont 
was a dreamer, but most of his 
dreams have come true. He left the 
Arizona office In 3883, returning to 
New York and hoping to enlist cap- 
ital In Irrigating; and reclaiming ttae 
Imperial valley. What would he 
thlSk If he cculd se* it now? But 
he met with dfcappointacnt at that 
ttoe.

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NEBRASKA'S 'DIRT AND SKY' PRODUCTIVE 
LED ALL STATES IN 1930 IN PRODUCTION OF WILD HAY; SECOND IN SUGAR BEETS AND WINTER WHEA T; ALSO HIGH IN OTHER CROPS

OUT here in Nebraska, 


where we have "dirt 


and sky — good-to-bad dirt 
and a fairly dependable sky," 
we are doing quite nicely, 
thank you. 


Nebraska ranked first in 


the production and value of 
wild hay .in 1930, and first 
in the production of all hay. 
It placed second in the pro- 
duction and value of alfalfa, 
a rank it has held steadily for 
seven years, did the same for 
sugar beets, and w i n t e r 
wheat. 


We come In third for corn, all 
•wheat, and the value of our rye 
although our quantity places but 
fourth. 
For twenty-two leading 
crops, Nebraska ranks fourth in 
acreage and value of the products, 
and ranks fifth in the value of all 
crops. 


When it comes to livestock, the 
state takes second place in quan- 
tity of value of swine. It is the 
fourth butter state of the union 
dairying iaving increased 70 per 
cent within the last ten years. It 
is the second sheep feeding state 
having fed 27 per cent of the total 
sheep fattened in the eleven corn 
belt states, in the last five years. 
Fyty carloads of turkeys went to 
market, and 20,000,900 chickens and 
933,000,000 eggs are produced an- 
nually. 


Figure* For State. 
These are some of the interesting 
figures compiled by A. E. Ander- 
son, state and federal statistician, 
for the annual issue of Nebraska 
Agricultural statistics, 
published 
within the last -week. 


Nebraska had a total farm area 
in 1930 of 48,395,235 acres. Of these 
acres, 18,739,000 acres, or -38 per 
cent, were cultivated, 52 per cent, 
or 25,470,434 acres, was devoted to 
other farm land, mostly pasture; 
3,078,000 acres, or 6.4 per cent, were 
in wild hay, and the remaining 2.3 
p_er cent was woodland. The cul- 
tivated area has grown from 18.- 
466,000 in 1929 and from 16,385,921 
acres in 1923. Of --the developed 
land, 679,787 acres are irrigated, 
-with Scotts Bluff county having 
the largest amount of artificially 
watered land, Dawson, second, and 
MomlL third- 
Cherry Largest County. 
Cherry county has the largest 
land area, 3,839,658 acres. Custer 
comes in as runnerup, with 1,653,- 
056, and Lincoln is third, having 1.- 
623^56 land acres. Custer has the 
largest number of cultivated acres, 


Cheyenne, the second, and Gage, 
the third, with Sherldax Antelope, 
Cedar. Boone, Knox. Buffalo, Daw- 
son, Lancaster, Platte. and Perkins 
coming in not so far behind. As 
would be natural. Cherry leads in 
range country. Sioux is second, and 
Lincoln, third. The most wooded 
county is Dawes, with Keya Paha 
and Sioux following, in respective 
order. 
Farm acres are divide^ almost 
evenly between owners and renters, 
the 
former operating 
24,280,791 
acres and the later 24.114,444 acres. 
Of the rented farms, 8,789,983 acres, 
or about 36 per cent of the total, 
are rented for cash and the re- 
mainder are worked on shares. Six- 
ty-seven per cent of the Cherry 
county acreage, an area of 2,470,- 
062 acres, is worked by the owners, 
but Grant has 78 per cent of its 
farm acres operated by the owners, 
and it follows that it has the small- 
est percentage of rented acreage, 
although this county has a consid- 


erably smaller acreage. Seventy- 
seven per cent of the Cherry coun- 
ty ranch acres are operated by 
renters on a cash basis, and 89 per 
cent of the Grant acres. Deuel and 
Scotts Bluff 
owners rent 93 per 
cent of their farms on the share 
basis, and tMs percentage drops to 
91 in Seward, York, and Perkins 
counties. 


Heavy Gross Income. 
The gross cash farm income for 
the year ending June 30, 1930 was 
$463,759,557 for all crops and live- 
stock. Corn was valued at $46,383,- 
045: all wheat at $62,516,111: oats 
at $4,462,640: barley, $1532.085: rye. 
$1,617.602 potatoes. $5,106,360; all 
hay, $1,847,217: sugar beets, $7,434,- 
000:" other crops, $2.477.500, totaling 
$133,803,560. 
Butterfat in cream 
was vlaued at $26,658,640: eggs, $13,- 
937.687; chickens, $9,617,517, beef 
cattle. $138,544,257; calves, $2,163,- 
723; 
hogs, $130444,989 sheep and 
lambs. $8,889,184, making a total for 
all livestock of $329,995,997. The 


farm value of all crops for the year 
was $257.043,019 and the livestock 
was worth $320,001,808. 
While much attention is given to 
crops. Nebraska farm homes are al- 
so equipped with modem conven- 
iences. Of these homes, 17,953 have 
electricity, 12,9*75 getting: power 
from, private plants and the re- 
maining: 5,278 served by power lines. 
Cuming county has 421 private 
plants, Platte. 410, Madison, 328. 
and Dodge county has the greatest 
number of power line subscribers. 
In 24,391 homes, water is piped in. 
16,864 have bath tub or shower; 
15487 are equpped with furnace or 
steam heat, and 52366 have radio 
sets. Custer county has 1.030 homes 
with running-water and Cuming 
has 669, Buffalo county has 514 
homes with tub or shower. Saun- 
ders. 493. and Custer, 436. Merrick 
leads with 549 central beating 
plants. Lancaster comes into the 
fore with 1364 radio sets and 
Saunders is second with 1,119. 


For the working hours, some 
modern farm equipment is in use. 
Cream separators are the 
most 
popular, Custer county having 2,- 
691; Gage. 2,066, and Knox, 1977. 
Gage goes In heaviest for brooders 
and for silos. Nebraska farms have 
38,524 tractors. 36.296 gas engines. 
13,145 grain threshers, and 3,391 
combines. Dodge has the largest 
number of tractors on the farms, 
with Cheyenne, second. Gage finds 
the largest number of needs for gas 
engines. Cheyenne .uses the thresh- 
ers and combines in largest num- 
bers. 


The total cultivated acreage of 
Nebraska last ye"ar was 18.741,000. 
It was divided in this fashion, corn, 
9,171.000 acres; winter wheat, 3,- 
622,000 acres; oats. 2,485,000 acres; 
all tame hay, 1,611.000 acres; bar- 
ley, 725,000 acres; rye 333,000 acres: 
spring wheat. 188.000 acres; and 
other crops, 606.000 acres. 
Custer planted 337.400 acres in

"The Golden Gate" to the entrance 
to San Francisco bay; "as the 
dreamer who always^ saw glory or 
fortune just ahead, but who was 
ever void of envy or malice; of the 
most romantic character in Ameri- 
can history, but one whose romance 
embraced but one woman, that one 
who wrote of him: 
"From the ashes of his campfires 
have sprung cities." 
If you should go up the Hudson 
you may see where John and Jes- 
sie Fremont are taking their long 
rest. It is at their, old home, 
Pocaho, where they lived in their 
most prosperous -years. You will 
know the place, for in 1906 the state 
of New York erected a dignified 
.monument to mark it. 


He has never avoided crowds. Un- 
til he went to Washington, he 
hadn't gone any great distance 
from 
Lincoln. 
In 
Washington, 


Seattle has always been his home. 
But he has never met any person 
who recognized him as Charley 
Johnson, escaped, from the Nebras- 
ka penitentiary. No one ever ques- 
tioned that he wasn't telling all. 


Never Touched Sweden. 


Sometime in November of last 


year, he hired out on an ocean- 
going German freighter. Among 
the places it touched was Hong 
Kong. 
Oddly 
enough, Charley 
Johnson, seaman for ten years, has 
touched most of the ports of the 
world, but he has never been in 
Sweden, home for the first ten 
years of his life. He has always 
wanted to find a ship going there. 
but the freighters needing oilers 
didn't ever go to Sweden. 
Somewhere off the coast of. Ja- 
pan, the freighter was wrecked. 
Charley Johnson jumped just be- 
fore it sank, his worldly goods in "a 
suit case swept from his handr bv 
the waves. In it was $182 that 
"I'd worked awfully had for" and 
all the money he actually had. 
While, waiting for rescue, Johnson 
promised "his Maker" that he'd 
come back to "Square up" his un- 
settled debt to the law and the 
state. 


When he appeared at the peni- 
tentiary Wednesday afternoon, he 
was carrying out that promise., A 
dead man returning to pay 'his 
debts. For the world had consid- 
ered Johnson long since gone. The 
warden hadn't expected to him 
again, although his number, 2223 
was waiting for him, and he's listed 
as "returned escape." 


ound Job In Prison. 


Rescued by a Japanese lif e-savirig 
boat, after the wreck of the freigh- 
ter, he was later put on a Seattle- 
bound boat. Finding no job there 
he told his daughter he intended to 
go find one. He has the one Jie 
expected, peeling potatoes.

that only leads to a jreturn to his 
fishing. Johnson came by rail 
from Seattle to Minneapolis, catch- 
ing rides as he could and bumming 
food from the .hoboes.

But it wasn't as easy to 
pace them at 66 as it was at 28. But 
Johnson pushed on. He stopped in 
Oakland for a time, surprising 
those who had long considered him 
dead.

I don't 
remember if they took jny finger 
prints the last time I was here. I 
know they took my picture. They 
can take all they want of me now. 
Ill stay 'till my time is up."

It means that the land has been put to 
the* plow, that Industries have been established, that 
means of transportation have been built, and that 
cities and towns have come into being. While all of 
iijis is being done, there is little opportunity for a 
rMefully thought out state program, or for the ma-« 
firing of a sense of state loyalty and pride. Each 
erne is too busily engrossed with his own affairs.

J4fc of our lands which can be cultivated cheaply and 
efficiently, under present day conditions, have been 
Wken up.

Iowa may raise 
more corn and Kansas more wheat, but the combined 
grain crops, livestock and dairy and poultry products 
make the output of Nebraska farms greater than that 
~of most states in the corn belt. The millions that we 
have spent on developing the public school system, 
the huge sums that we have devoted to the building 
of churches, the money expended for parks, for roads, 
and for other public improvements are in keeping 
with the advance of individual private enterprise.

The price of progress is vision and~sacrifice. 
Nebraska cannot continue to move forward unless 


there is a definite objective, and that goal 'cannot 
be reached unless her people are willing to assume 
the burden necessary to attain it. In a state where all 
of the wealth comes from the soil, work offers the 
only avenue for advancement. There are none of 
those sudden great riches which come from the dis- 
covery of precious metals or great underground pools 
of oil. The fields must be tilled each season, and the 
grain crops harvested, the livestock must-be.prepared 
fnr. market. It means •work—never-ending work—for 
a hungry world cries out for food—but there is per- 
manence and stability to it •which cannot be found 
anywhere else. 


In the next decade the most pressing duties before 


Nebraskans are the completion of the permanent

the source of raw material. Many ot the textile fac- 
tories have been transferred to the south, and the 
plants which convert the raw foodstuffs into the fin- 
ished products are gradually coming west. Nebraska 
has room for twice or three times the population 
which the state now possesses. She needs manufac- 
turing institutions on these western prairies to sup- 
port thousands of families. Until natural gas solved 
the problem of a cheap fuel for the industrial estab- 
lishments.

Corn Belt today. The state has been good to her 
people, and they In turn should bestow upon her the 
greatest measure of affection. Through loyalty and 
faith it will be possible to build a greater state In the 
next ten years. 


INDEPENDENCE DAYS. 


The Idea that the people of the United States have 


only one Independence day to celebrate is all.wrong. 
Thre are at least four of them, of which this, June 7. 
:s one. or it was on this day in 1776 that Richard 
Henry Lee of Virginia first presented to the Conti- 
nental congress his resolution to the effect that 
'These united colonies are, and of right ought to be, 
free and independent stateiV that they are absolved 
from 'allegiance to the British crown, and that all 
political connection between them and the state of 
Great Britain is, and of right ought to be, totally dis- 
solved." 


It will be seen by this that Lee was the author of 


the 
original Declaration of Independence, even 


though it was not adopted in -the form which he pre- 
sented it. It will be observed, however, that Jeffer- 
son made use of his form, as far as it went. After 
this resolution had been debated for a number of 
days it was referred to a committee, of which Jeffer- 
son was the first named, and the other members of 
which insisted that he should do the drafting. 


It was three weeks later that Jefferson reported 


jack to the committee, but he afterward stated that 
he did all of the writing in one sitting, and that in 
doing so he referred to neither book nor pamphlet. 


The second Independence day was June 28, when 
the Jefferson draft was, after a few insignificant al- 
terations, adopted by the committee. On that day 
t was reported to congress and laid over. On the fol- 
iowlngr Monday, .July 1, the Lee resolution was taken 
up and debated further, and on the next day, July 2, 
t was adopted with only three dissenting votes. This 
was, in fa"ct, the adoption of the Declaration of Inde-, . 
pendence, and it was July 2 that John Adams wrote 
;o his wife would "be celebrated by succeeding gen- 
erations as the great anniversary festival." 


Immediately after the passage of the Lee resolution, 


the declaration presented by the Jefferson committee 
was taken up, many specific parts being objected to. 
Some of these, notably the one reprobating slavery, 
were stricken out. Jefferson was glad that the 
weather was oppressively warm and the flies bad, 
otherwise he feared his immortal document would 
have been further mutilated. It was saved because 
delegates were anxious to get out of the hall. 


The final vote was unanimous, and the resolution- 


offered by Lee on June 7, was'in its amplified form, 
promulgated to the world. 


EEVrvrNG THAT TATTERED SCARECEOW 
The solicitude byjthe republican national com- 


mittee through Senator Hatfield for the stats of fi- 
nances of the democratic party is amazing. Mr. Hat- 
field is convinced Chairman John J. Raskob will 
lave a double-barreled mortgage on the party un- 
less he stops advancing money to it. 


The republican national committee's fears are 


really unnecessary although it can be easilly under- 
stood why they are so interested and .apparently 
so sympathetic. Mr. Raskob was the man who 
plunged the party into debt in the last presidential 
campaign. About the only decent thing he could do 
is to see it out of the woods until the time comes 
for him to relinquish his post in 1932. A man of 
his standing and business reputation could not very 
well wash his hands of the debt and insist his suc- 
cessor .should worry along as best he could. It was 
under his direction the obligation was incurred; it 
is through.his efforts it should be discharged.' 


But Mr. Hatfield and the republican party have 


been experiencing a rough time of it since Mr. Hoover 
made such a mess of national affairs. The republican 
administration has been the target for sharp criti- 
cism by not only the professional politician but by the 
rank and file of the people. One of the methods 
most commonly employed to divert unpleasant at-' 
tention is to start a backfire. Hence the Raskob 
scarecrow is pulled opt again. He has a strangle- 
hold upon ttie democrats. He occupies a position 
where he can dictate selection of a candidate and 
the formulation of policies. That is what the repub- 
licans would like the people to believe. They know 
Mr. Raskob is out of harmony with the west and the 
South. 


But the democrats will take care of Mr. Ras- 


kob in due season. He had his chance in 1928. In 
view of economic conditions, they do not intend 
tb permit him to commit the party to the same mis- 
takes which were made then.- The republicans are 
more jmprehensive about Mr. Raskob than the dem- 
ocrats.

There are pic- 
ture shows, parks, good roads, a 
new idea of what • constitutes a 
pleasant afternoon, all of which no 
doubt enter into the decline of this 
age-old pastime. 
'I he generation which reached 
adulthood during and just after the 
war cast off a great many of the 
customs of their elders ,more even 
than the rising youth of most times 
do. They went in for frankness, for 
peculiarities, for free and unvar- 
nished social times; the niceties did 
not play as important a part in 
their lives as in the lives of their 
parents. It wasn't necessary to call 
on the Smiths to let them know 
that they still were counted worthy 
in your esteem. "One just took that 
for granted. In these days, if you 
plan a visit, you usually telephone 
the person you wish to see and ask 
him if hell be home, or they call 
you and you plan something to do.

He suggested that the publishers 
offer their books on a money back 
Jjasis, the purchase price to be re- 
turned to tha customer if the au- 
thor's product does not measure up 
to the blurb writer's description. 
A publisher promptly said that 
this was impracticable; book buy- 
ers, he held, must take the same 
risk a theatergoer takes; if the show 
is not what its advertising matter 
says It Is the box office does not re- 
fund; caveat emptor. And there the 
f amily-contention rests. 
If blurbs are tempered there will 
be a ruinous recession in the de- 
mand lor adjectives. An appalling 
number of "nobles," "greats," "in- 
spirings," "enlightenings," "preg- 
:..ants." "searchings," "definitives," 
"majors," "finals," "darings," "bigs' 
will be thrown out of work. "Mas- 
terpiece," a noun now in high favor, 
will find its occupation severely 
curtailed; It will become a word of 
forced-leisure, and if it has not 
saved its money it will be on the 
uppeis, alongside "fantasy.'.' "Heart- 
strings" will cease almost unani- 
mously to be "touched." Every stu- 
dent of blurbs will see the possibili- 
ties of -verbal deflation .that are 
concealed in the proposal put forth 
by the booksellers. 
Is there no society to intervene in 
behalf of the menaced members of 
the vocabulary family?

first three months of last year. 903 
out of 13.000 manufacturing' con- 
cerns reporting wage data to the 
bureau of statistics of the United 
States department of labor reduced 
wages of 125,000 -workers about 10 
percent. 
"On the other band, it must be 


borne in mind that this reduction 
of 10 per cent docs not represent a 
serious reduction in buying power. 
because there has been a «Jmfl<ir 
decline in the cost of living. 


"On the whole, we believe that 
American business men arc quite 
generally committed to the belter 
that the -maintenance of a high 
level of general purchasing povtr is 
essential to the continuance of 
American prosperity, and that any 
reduction of the wage level which 
would 3ower o«r American standard 
of living would tend to retard the 
business recovery raiser than to as- 
sist it. 


"While, therefore, we may expect 
a certain number of wase reduc- 
tions, made necessary through sheer 
competition for survival, ncverthc-

Shy from it as we may, 
or biame others for our misfor- 
tunes as we do, the stubborn fact 
remains that the individual citizen 
is the responsible, agent of the 
state's genuine progress. 
He must fostsr its physical. In- 
tellectual and ethical resources. By 
him alone is its collective well be-

basic facts (too often lost sight of 
in periods of depression) are re- 
peatedly verified and enforced in 
the history of the development of 
industry, commerce, laws, liberties 
and even religion. How then can 
human nature attain those higher 
levels on which greed, cupidity and 
other 
aggressive and 
unlicensed 


forms of self interest vanish? 
This question is before us day 
and night, and until the people 
recognize that all governmental 
values depend on the moral char- 
acter of the governed there will be 
no real prosperity. As it Is, the 
word simply means physical abun- 
dance often procured at the cost 
of ethical improvement.

lons, including the light operas, 
'Jingaboo," "On the Eve of Her 
Wedding Day" and "Uncle Tom's 
2abin. His most popular composi- 
tion, "The Whistler and His Dog," 
was written in memory of a little 
dog that was his closest companion 
luring the days of his youth.

' The microphone will Journey to 
"run row" for the first time in radio 
history Tuesday evening when a 
party of broadcasters will plow their 
way to sea from New York harbor 
aboard a sea-going tug and describe 
for the loudspeakers of the nation 
Just what goes on beyond the 
twelve-mile limit. The broadcast, 
which replaces the regular program 
of Soward Barlow's symphony ar- 
chestra, will be carried over the 
Columbia Broadcasting system from 
7:30 to 8 o'clock, Lincoln time. 


The tug will sail from New York 
harbor early Tuesday morning, with 
a complete sending station equip- 
ment installed and in working 
order. At an unnamed point in the 
Atlantic, aproxinmtely forty or fifty 
miles off shore, efforts will be made 
to contact one of the vessels regu- 
larly located on "rum row." 
Many tales are told of the 
mysterious ships that slip ghostlike 
along the American coast, and Ford 
Frick, veteran news and sports an- 
nouncer, will give an eye-witness 
account of ~hat he sees. Unless 
seas are running too high or other 
circumstances Intervene a micro- 
phone will be run aboard the un- 
identified vessel and the captain in- 
terviewed. 
"The existence of 'rum row1 off 
the Atlantic coast has been known 
for a long time, and it is believed 
that a broadcast ,from this* point 
over the radio will be a spot-news 
feature of unusual public interest/' 
according to broadcasters.

BRITISH RADIO 


SHOWS INCREASE 


LONDON, June 6— (UP) 


British radio industry had a turn-" 
over of $100,000,000 in 1930, an in- 
crease of 40 per cent over 1929, ac- 
cording to statistics Just published 
by the Wireless and Gramaphone 
Trader. 


Approximately 3,590,000 of the 
11,000,000 homes in Great Britain 
have radio licenses, the Journal 
says. It estimates that radio will 
eventually be installed in at least 
75 per cent of the homes in the 
country. 


"Less than" half the 
potential 
field has been touched," the maga- 
zine says, "and a still higher turn- 
over can be expected by this youth- 
ful but wonderfully progressive in- 
dustry." 


To substantiate this prediction, 
the Journal points out that the 
number of radio license-holders 
Jumped by 178,000 during the first 
two months of 1931. This indicated 
that the- increase of 500,000 new 
listeners in each of the past six 
years would be surpassed. 
The magazine estimates that be- 
tween 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 per- 
sons listen to radio programs in 
Britain every night

Lost Jobs Last Year 


WASHINGTON, June (t—CTJ-P.) 


—A recent study of the radio in- 
dustry "mads by the women's bur- 
eau of the department of labor re- 
veals that in 1929, "during the peak 
of the season," more- than 42,000 
men and women were employed in 
thirty-eight radio factories, but "be- 
fore the close of the year they were 
off the payrolls." 


"These figures," said the bureau's 
report, "challenge the optomistic as- 
sertion so often made—that we may 
look to the radio industry, as to 
the automobile industry, to help ob- 
sorb the growing numbers of un- 
employed through the nation."

change is necessary to unbalance 
the set materially. A circuit be- 
comes unbalanced because of some 
change in the capacitors, the in- 
ductors or possibly because of a 
change of tubes. If the coil forms 
shriTifc or warp, this may cause a 
change in the dimensions of the 
inductor or in the distribution of 
the mire on the coil. 


Points in Picking Out a Radio Set. 


Six points to watcl. in buying a 
receiving set are essential in get- 
ting satisfaction (ont of the pur- 
chase. They are: Selectivity—abil- 
ity to tune in or out a wide selec- 
tion of stations; musical reproduc- 
tion and range of tone; volume— 
the toudness of reproduction ob- 
tainable -without sacrifice of qual- 
ity; sensitiveness—the ability to 
receive and reproduce signals from 
distant stations; simplicity of con- 
trol; and appearance and con- 
struction of the set. 


Midget Set Effective for Its Sixe. 


Although the midget set lacks 
the tonal perfection of the larger 
set, it has selectivity, sensitivity 
and reliability. Its size and the 
fact that It must be Inexpensive 
both prevent the midget set from 
having the wide range of audio 
response that is possible in the 
large cabinet type radio receiver. 
For example, the B supply con- 
tains a filter that is heavier and 
larger, as it is made more effec- 
tive. Thus, the filter is made only 
as effective as the maximum toler- 
able hum will permit. The audio 
system has to be cut down in or- 
der to make this hum as incon- 
spicuous as possible, and as a con- 
sequence the audio response rarely 
goes below 15C cycles! 
Poor Economy fa Operating Set 
With Old Tabes. 


The vacuum tubt is practically 
the only expendable material in 
the radio receiver; out, being hid- 
den away, it is apt to be over- 
looked and to be kept in service 
long after its efficient usefulness 
is past It is poor economy to lower 
the value of an expensive receiving 
set because of the presence of a 
worn out or otherwise defective 
radio tube. Surely, no radio set is 
any better than its poorest tube. 
Unfortunately, the outward appear- 
ance of a vacuum tube is extreme- 
ly BoncommitaL One can not know 
the condition of a tube by looking 
at it. The average radio listener 
has- no way except from the per- 
formance of his set of knowing 
whether or not his tubes are func- 
tioning satisfactorily, then the 
tubes are in good enough coadl- 
it should, the owner should in- 
clude his tubes as one of the possi- 
ble causes. Any radio dealer who 
sells' tnbbr Is able and wffliag to 
test radio tubes at least weHenoueh 
to determine their average ability 
to pu Toi in. Tubes are cheaper sow 
than they ever have been and. in- 
cidentally, they are better tabes. 
A one or two-dollar Investment in 
tubes -rill frequently save a one 
or two-hundred dollar investment 
in a radio set

their unassimilated nature has 
made chaos. 


Might Assimilate Cultures. 


"Restricted immigration -will give 


us a chance to take all these ele- 
ments of culture and work out 
some sort of unity in which the cul- 
ture parts are harmonious with each 
other. 
"Many immigrant people have 
brought over fine culture elements 
of their own and we have offered 
little or no opportunity for their ex- 
pression in our own culture. To 
curtail, the immigration dose may 
give us a chance to absorb them." 
Politically, Professor Hertzler 
thinks restricted immigration will 
be of real value. "I have a suspi- 
cion," he says, "that it might 
eventually mean that the power of 
ward politicians would declare. It 
is the untutored immigrant who can 
be exploited and manipulated po- 
litically." 
From an international aspect, 
Professor HertZIer feels that a coun- 
try with unrestricted Immigration 
would quickly become the dumping 
ground for the overflow population 
of over-populated countries. 
Lower Classes Immigrate. 
"These on the whole," he notes, 
"are not of a. particularly high type 
of person. The middle and higher 
classes of those countries are cap- 
able of meeting the rigid competi- 
tion of heavily populated conditions. 
The degenerate classes are unable 
to move. It is the strata just above 
this group, for the most part, that 
emigrates. 
Incidentally a strict 
policy of restriction on the part of 
a country like the United States is 
a serving of notice on recklessly' - 
multiplying populations that they 
must either curtail their rate of in- 
crease or. by themselves, meet the 
innumerable costs of over-poula- 
Uon." 
The new immigration laws will 
not be noticed by Nebraska in the 
opinion of professor HertZSer. There 
has been too littte immicration here 
in the last 20 to 30 years to see 
much effect ^Economically even, he 
doubts if the more restricted immi- 
gration win produce any noticeable' 
effect Politically and socially, how- 
ever, he feels that Nebraska wffl in- 
directly gain substantial benefits by 
a more wholesome development of 
those parts of the country where 
the immigrant tide settles.

fuid, if she asks the "meanest man" 
that her children may be doing 
things to his yard which she would 
not have done to hers. 
We are much mistaken in assum- 
ing that children who are not 
trained to respect the rights and 
property of others and to know the 
honest fear of trespassing will make 
good citizens. 
We are filling our prisons today 
with youths who had the privilege 
of helping themselves from baby- 
hood to things that belong to others. 
Parents who approve of their chil- 
dren trespassing are not good 
citizens. If a child of mine came 
homecrying because a man or wom- 
an had chased it off the Jawn, 
I'd give it a good spanking for being 
on that lawn, and the chances are 
the child would keep on the side- 
walk for a while and respect the 
parents for the lesson. 
.This thing of self expression in 
children goes too far. The fact that 
a child, old enough to go to school, 
comes into my yard to uproot my 
labor of years, is small sign that 
the child will turn out to be a 
florist or park superintendent. . 
The vandalism in our parks, on 


our statues and lawns, is a thing 
that can be diminished through the 
disapproval of the public and some 
instruction in the schools. I am 
surprised that you should use your 
space and your opportunity to 
criticise a man who has worked for 
beauty and tries to protect it by go- 
ing to the expense of putting up a 
fence. Take a look at the golden 
rule and see if you'd like it, then 
take a look at "Mrs. M. M.'s" yard 
and that of the "meanest man." See 
which one has created beauty. Now 
don't come at me with the old say- 
ing that children are more beautiful 
to create than flowers. 
A well-raised and sweet child is 


beloved by all and can have every 
privilege of earth with' no protest, 
but a bad child is the bad citizen of 
tomorrow and there's no beauty 


Ple'ase tell "Mrs. M. M." that 
there is really nothing to be done 
with" a man who protects his own 
and to youT friend, I want to say 
that' "desolation of spirit" comes, 
not from "protecting beloved pos- 
sessions"- but from seeing them de- 
stroyed. 2?m thinking of the man 
who beautified his parking with 
tulips, the friend whose peonies were 
slaughtered, the old auntie whose 
pansy bed was uprooted and I'm 
thinking of your chance • to help 
educate the parents and children 
up to a respect for the personal 
rights "and property of others.

day at the National Woman's party 
conference on the national ity ques- 
tion. The question of the right of 
women to gain or keep or transmit 
their own nationality on the same 
terms as men, regardless of mar- 
riage, has occupied Miss Stevens's 
attention most closely for "the last 


two years, chiefly because of the 
threat of an international agree- 
ment based on inequalities which 
the United States and several South 
American countries do not have in 
their law. 


Under laws passed in the last 
congress, American women have 
equal nationality rights with men, 
except that they cannot transmit 
their nationality to their children 
born in foreign countries as Amer- 
ican men can, but the immigration 
and naturalization rights of women 
differ from those of men. 
Miss Stevens points out that 


under the law of this country, an 
American mother transmits her 
nationality to her child born in a 
foreign country with a foreign father 
only if the child is illegitimate. If 
the American mother is married to 
the alien father, her child born in 
a foreign country is an alien.
